the state of Alabama. 
The government predicts that the state will have a mil­ 
lion bale crop this year and up until October 8 there had 
been ginned in this state some 800,OpO bales of cotton. 
Just what the situation is in the flest of the state is not 
known here, but many observers in this section have 
stated that fully forty per cent of the cotton is yet in 
the fields waiting to be picked. The local railway facili­ 
ties have not been sufficient to handle the yield at all 
and an embargo has been declared. 
No more cotton is 
being shipped in until the order is repealed and It looks 
as if the order will remain in effect for- the next ten days 
at least. 
The roads to the ginning houses are lined with the 
farmers wagons, bearing the raw staple as it comes from 
the fields. This condition is true of every county in the 
northern section of the state. 
It looks as if the government is in error and that the 
crop will be a great deal larger than it was first thought. 
Some will view this situation through unkindly eyes, 
believing that prices will fall to a new low margin, but 
wc do not anticipate that this will result. 
Markets are 
crying for the staple, other nations are in need of the 
South’s finest product and It Is not likely that they will 
get the staple unless they pay the price the farmers ask 
for it* 
The only difficulty that is seen in the situation is the 
desire of some, by virtue of circumstances, to sell on an 
already low market. Those who can hold on to their cot­ 
ton are doing so, they feel that the rise will be in effect 
by the first of November, the market is already showing 
signs of recovery and the farmers may be richly reward­ 
ed for their long wait. 
We hope that the farmers will hang on to the fruitr 
of their labor for a while longer at least, there is almost 
certain to be a rise in price and the farm er may as well 
benefit as anyone else. Thera thould he no rush to place 
the staple on the market, there is going to be a heavy 
demand, the longer the m arket i* kept a bit shy, not glut­ 
ted, the price will remain on the uphill margin. 
Rush 
your cotton yield to the market and there will be a low 
market to result. 
Hold a while longer, it will pay divi­ 
dends. 
These cities have never seen the activity in the cotton 
market that has been noted this year. There has been a 
greater demand made here for ginning and road facilities 
than has ever been seen heretofore And the farmers have 
certainly been welcome to come here. 
The merchants have wanted the farm trade for a great 
many years, and each season-has seen a growth of the 
business from the rural sections, due of course, to the 
merchants striving to please and give the farmer the 
best values for the least money. The lot of the fanner is 
difficult, he must live on a short margin as a usual thing, 
his profits will not allow him to spend his money any 
and everywhere he might desire, he must exercise great 
care, for his pay day comes but once in the year, unless 
he has provided himself with the biessinig of crop diversi­ 
fication. 
In either event, his margin of profit is short 
and he cannot buy unless he is getting the very best for 
his money. 
This year he is going to be bettered to a 
great extent if he holds to his product long enough t 
allow the market to go on the riBe.
